WAR ON RODENTS 


Good 
Work 
Done 
by 
United 


* States Biological Survey. 


Stockmen of the W eet Apparently Oft 
Not Re* I ire the Enormous Losft 
Caused by the A ctivity of thft 
Little Pests. 


The great grsy wolf has slain hlft 
thousnnds, but the prairie dog hn* 
slnln 
ltis tens of thousnnds. 
Thua 
ntlght the story of Snul and David bft 
paraphrased on the great open rang*« 
of the West, where there Is no home­ 
ward lea for the lowing herda and 
where the «beep are not gathered at 
twilight Into the sheepfold. 
There was a time, now happily fad­ 
ing Into the dim past, when predatory 
animals destroyed live stock to thft 
value of $20.000,000 n year, but e v e r y 
year, down to the present time, rodentft 
destroy on these same ranges foraftft 
that would be worth $150.000,000 § 
year as pasture for cattle and sheep— 
a destruction of that much potential 
live stock value. 
These figures war* 
brought out by the United States bfo- 
loglrnl survey recently. 
The purposft 
of the comparison, primarily, was to 
convince live stock men of the rangft 
country of the necessity of closer and 
more active co-operation with the gov­ 
ernment In the destruction of such ro­ 
dents as the prairie dog. the ground 
squirrel, the Jack rabbit and the pocket 
gopher. 
it Is estimated that each w olf on the 
range destroys not less than $1.000 
worth of stock each year, and thefft 
2 000 wolves. If they had not been de­ 
stroyed would mean a loss of not lesft 
than $2.000 000 to the stockmen annu­ 
ally. 
Other great stock loss would 
have been caused by the 24’4 m ountain 
lions and great numbers of other pred­ 
atory anlmnts that hare been killed. 
All this saving Is perfectly apparent 
to the stockmen and they have not 
stinted 
money 
In 
aiding the work. 
Stales, communities and association» 
of Individuals have made liberal ap* 
proprlatlons to supplement those mad» 
by the federal government. 
But the losses from rodents, great 
p« they are. have never been so strik­ 
ingly apparent. 
The rodent Is Individ­ 
ually Insignificant and comparatively 
few stockmen realize the value of the 
fornge 
destroyed 
by 
the multiplied 
m i l l i o n s of them. The prairie dog alone 
occupies more than 100,000,000 acre» 
of the best range land In the Rocky 
mounfnln region, and his range Is over­ 
lapped iu places by the ground squir­ 
rel. gopher and rabbit. 
The prairie 
dog destroys from 10 to 75 per cent of 
the gras^ In any territory it occupies 
It has been estimated hv experts thftt . 
the ranges of New Mexico would SUP- J 
port 400,000 more cattle or 1,500,000 j 
more sheep than at present If thft , 
prairie-dog pest could be altogether re- j 
moved. 
f 
One of the simplest methods used by 
the biological survey to destroy ro­ 
dents Is to mix a strychnine paste with 
oats or other grain nnd spread the m ix­ 
ture In the mdghborhood of their hole®, 
or In places where they are in the hab­ 
it of feeding. 
Of course suitable pre­ 
cautions must he taken to see that cat­ 
tle and other stock do not get any of 
the poisoned grain. Using this method, 
one man In Arizona treated In one day 
320 acres. 
Eighty quarts of poisoned 
oats were used, the total cost, Includ­ 
ing labor, being $9.70. 
As a result of 
this. 1,650 dead prairie dogs were col­ 
lected from this area, but the number 
killed undoubtedly was much larger, 
since a large proportion of the anim als 
die in the burrows,— Robert H. Moul­ 
ton, iu Pennsylvania Grit.

way. 
It is p erfectly true that the trolley 
wire carries an electric current strong 
enough to kill not only sm all birds, 
hut hum an beings, hut to do any harm 
this current 
m ust p a ss through 
the 
body o f the bird or the person to the 
ground. 
T h e connection o f th e body 
with the ground need not be direct, 
but It m ust exist in som e w ay. 
A person could sit on the trolley 
wire Just as sa fely as do the birds, hut 
If he should stretch out hfs hand and 
touch an other w ire or an 
Iron pipe 
running directly or indirectly to the 
ground, the full force o f the current 
would then pass through, or be ground­ 
ed, by 
the connection m ade by his 
body. 
In the case o f the birds there 
Is nothing to afford a ground connec­ 
tion, and they are in consequence un­ 
harmed, the electric current passing 
through the w ire under them as th’* 
w ater would be passing through n 
main on which a person m ight be alt-
